A  Mandate  for  Redirection

Editor's  note:  This  feature  article  is 
the  third  in  a  series  of  articles  in  the 
Scarab  featuring  the  schools  on  the 
MCV  Campus. 

"In  less  than  ten  years,  funda- 
mental changes  have  occurred  in 
the  practice  of  dentistry,"  Dr. 
Lindsay  M.  Hunt,  Jr.,  dean  of  the 
School  of  Dentistry,  noted  in  a 
recent  interview.  "These  changes 
mandate  a  redirection  of  goals  for 
excellence  in  dental  education," 
he  stated. 

Dean  Hunt  pointed  out  that  in 
1985  the  School  of  Dentistry 
received  one  of  21  national  grants 
from  the  Pew  National  Dental 
Education  Program.  The  grant 
provided  funds  to  develop  long- 
range  plans  for  meeting  the 
new  challenges  facing  dental 
education.  He  explained  that  the 
school  has  identified  12  strategies 
which,  "once  realized,  should 
position  us  as  undeniably  the 
finest  dental  school  in  the  coun- 
try." He  also  stated  that  the  12 
strategies,  developed  by  a  com- 
mittee of  faculty  and  alumni,  have 
focused  the  dental  school  in  a 
redirection.  As  a  result,  the  school 
will  emphasize  the  analytical 
approach  to  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment with  the  help  of  research 
and  advanced  technology. 

Improved  clinical  environment 
and  patient  care,  renewed  empha- 
sis on  the  student/faculty  ratio, 
increased  faculty  research,  and 
commitment  to  service  to  the 
community  are  among  the  12 
strategies  known  as  the  School  of 
Dentistry's  strategic  redirection. 
Statements  to  encourage  the 
school  to  strengthen  its  student 
recruitment,  admissions,  and 
retention  processes;  to  renew  its 
emphasis  upon  having  the  sup- 
port of  external  constituencies;  to 
incorporate  the  use  of  computers 
into  its  didachc  and  clinical 
instruction;  and  to  seek  a  high

commitment  from  alumni  and 
friends  for  all  the  school's  pro- 
grams also  appear  on  the  list. 

Reorganizing  and  enhancing 
the  curriculum,  which  falls  into 
the  three  broad  areas  of  basic, 
clinical,  and  social  sciences, 
is  another  vital  part  of  the  redirec- 
tion strategy.  "Preparing  students 
for  current  and  future  chal- 
lenges— without  any  tried  and 
true  reliable  guidelines  for  the 
twenty-first  century — is  an 
awesome  task,"  reflected  Dr. 
Willie  D.  Crockett  (D.D.S.  '47), 
who  recently  retired  after  serving 
33  years  on  the  faculty.  "Every- 
thing is  so  much  more  complex 
today  than  it  was  when  I  gradu- 
ated from  the  school,"  Dr.  Crock- 
ett said.  "Perhaps  clinical  expecta- 
tions were  equal  to  those  today," 
he  stated,  "but  then  our  scope 
was  limited." 

Dr.  Crockett  explained,  for 
instance,  that  the  concept  of 
preventing  dental  diseases  as  well 
as  treating  them  grew  strong  in 


the  1970s.  Both  Dr.  Crockett  and 
Dean  Hunt  referred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Practice  Residency  Program 
recently  established  in  MCV 
Hospitals  as  an  example  of  how 
the  dental  school  is  striving  to 
prevent  disease  and  to  develop 
new  services  to  meet  current  and 
future  needs.  "Hospital  patients 
who  are  seriously  ill — those 
having  open  heart  surgery  or 
organ  transplants — receive  dental 
treatment  before  their  surgery," 
Dr.  Hunt  said.  "That  way,  the 
danger  of  infection  is  greatly 
reduced  at  a  time  when  their 
bodies  are  so  vulnerable." 

A  further  example  of  the 
broadened  curriculum  is  in  the 
area  of  business  administration. 
"There  were  no  courses  in  busi- 
ness or  patient  care  in  the  '40s," 
Dr.  Crockett  noted  with  a  smile, 
"but  today's  student  spends  a 
considerable  amount  of  time 
learning  practice  and  patient 
management." 

In  1951  Dr.  Harry  Lyons  (D.D.S. 
'23)  became  the  first  full-time 
dean  of  the  school.  The  two 
buildings  that  comprise  the  dental 
school  complex,  the  Wood  Memo- 
rial Building  and  the  Lyons 
Building,  were  constructed  during 
his  administration. 

Faculty,  patients,  and  students 
all  benefit  from  recent  changes 
that  have  updated  educational 
approaches  and  patient  care 
dramatically  at  Virginia's  only 
dental  school. 

As  she  works  in  a  pleasant, 
immaculate,  and  color  coordi- 
nated clinic,  Ms.  Kimberly 
Schmitt  (dentistry  '89)  is  quick  to 
point  out  improved  facilities  for 
sterilization  and  instrument 
distribution  in  a  recently  reno- 
vated clinic  in  the  Lyons  Building. 
"Everyone  is  very  anxious  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,"  she  stated  candidly. 
"Modern  equipment  like  this  and 
our  own  practice  of  proper 
infection  control,  such  as  wearing

gloves,  glasses,  and  masks  when 
we  work,  greatly  lower  our  fear  of 
catching  and  spreading  infec- 
tions." The  new  modular  units 
where  Ms.  Schmitt  works  are  only 
part  of  the  $2.2  million  clinic 
renovation  project.  The  screening 
and  emergency  areas  and  the 
graduate  clinic  also  are  being 
modernized  under  Phase  II  of  the 
renovation  of  the  Lyons  Building. 

Ms.  Schmitt  noted  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  women  entering 
dentistry.  "It's  amazing  to  see 
the  number  of  females  choosing 
dentistry  as  a  career,"  she  said. 
"Although  our  class  has  only 
seven  female  students,  this  year's 
freshman  class  is  one-third 
female." 

While  Ms.  Schmitt  and  her 
classmates  are  working  with  the 
latest  technology  and  equipment 
in  the  clinic,  there  is  still  a  great 
effort  to  discover  new  and  better 
ways  to  provide  dental  care.  Dr. 
Harvey  Schenkein,  assistant  dean 
for  research,  coordinates  the 


study  of  different  kinds  of  perio- 
dontal diseases.  As  research 
scholars,  he  and  the  rest  of  the 
faculty  must  stay  on  the  cutting 
edge  of  their  profession  in  order 
to  enable  the  school  to  serve  as  a 
resource  center  for  new  dental 
knowledge.  The  school's  Perio- 
dontal Research  Center,  one 
of  only  seven  in  tfie  United  States, 
offers  aid  with  diagnostic  services 
for  practitioners  across  the  state. 
"For  example,"  Dr.  Schenkein 
pointed  out,  "investigators  in  the 
School  of  Dentistry  are  collaborat- 
ing with  researchers  in  both  the 
School  of  Basic  Health  Sciences  on 
the  MCV  Campus  and  the  De- 
partment of  Microbiology  at 
VPI&SU  to  study  the  causes  of 
periodontal  diseases."  He  also 
stated  that  faculty  throughout  the 
school  are  involved  in  studies 
testing  new  modes  of  treatment  of 
dental  disorders  and  examining 
the  effectiveness  of  new  and 
proposed  dental  products  and 
materials. 


Dr.  Daniel  M.  Laskin,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Oral  and 
Maxillofacial  Surgery,  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  nation's 
leading  authorities  in  the  field  of 
temporal  mandibular  joint  (TMJ) 
disorders.  He  also  is  credited  with 
researching  and  identifying  how 
muscular  abnormalities  influence 
TMJ  patients. 

Current  students,  as  well  as 
practicing  dentists,  benefit  from 
faculty  knowledge  and  research. 
"I  really  look  forward  to  the 
continuing  education  courses  I 
take,"  Dr.  Jerry  L.  Jenkins  (D.D.S. 
'68),  a  private  practitioner  in 
Midlothian,  Virginia,  stated.  "Us- 
ing tooth-colored  materials  for 
filling  back  teeth  is  a  very  exacting 
technique.  I  like  discussing  the 
procedure  in  a  class  setting."  Dr. 
Jenkins,  a  member  of  the  Acad- 
emy of  General  Dentistry  who 
also  teaches  part-time  at  the 
School  of  Dentistry,  has  taken 
over  500  hours  of  continuing 
education  courses  since  he 
graduated  from  MCV  in  1968. 

Not  all  patient  care  and  re- 
search occurs  within  the  confines 
of  the  dental  school.  For  a  week 
this  past  summer.  Dr.  George 
Kaugars  (D.D.S.  '75),  Dr.  Rob 
Strauss,  four  dental  students,  two 
medical  students,  one  dental 
hygienist,  and  one  oral  surgery 
resident  teamed  up  with  a  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Cancer 
Society  to  provide  dental  care  to 
underserved  people  on  Virginia's 
Eastern  Shore.  Dr.  Kaugars,  an 
associate  professor  of  oral  pathol- 
ogy, described  this  oral  cancer 
screening  team  as  unique.  "No 
other  dental  school  in  the  country 
offers  a  program  like  this,"  he 
said.  During  the  week  the  team 
traveled  about  the  Eastern  Shore 
with  their  "care-a-van,"  an  RV 
converted  into  two  operatories. 
They  treated  patients  and  per- 
formed biopsies  at  Brunswick 
Correctional  Center,  a  medium 
security  prison;  a  chicken  plant; 


four  health  departments;  and  four 
migrant  worker  camps.  Often 
working  straight  through  from  7 
am  until  8  or  9  pm,  the  team  saw 
870  people  and  performed  54 
biopsies. 

"Conditions  were  unbelieva- 
ble— appalling,"  Dr.  Kaugars 
commented.  "At  the  migrant 
worker  camps,  for  example,  we

had  to  examine  patients  at  night 
after  they  had  finished  work. 
Someone  would  hold  a  flashlight 
over  the  patient's  mouth  while 
someone  else  performed  the 
examination." 

"In  addition,"  Dr.  Kaugars 
conhnued,  "there  was  the  lan- 
guage problem.  Most  of  the 
migrants  were  Haitian  or  Mexican 
and  understood  no  English. 
Imagine  what  they  must  have 
thought  and  felt.  We  tried  to  talk 
with  the  patients  through  a 
translator — one  of  the  workers 
who  understood  and  spoke  a  little 
English — but  communication  was 
difficult  at  best." 

Dr.  Kaugars  noted  that  the  Oral 
Cancer  Screening  Program  has 
existed  since  the  summer  of  1972 
and  that  competition  to  partici- 
pate is  very  strong  among  the 
students  who  are  eligible.  "Serv- 
ing as  a  member  of  the  team  is 
both  a  professional  and  a  cultural 
experience,  Dr.  Kaugars  reflected. 
"I  think  it  is  a  worthwhile  pro- 
gram," he  continued,  "because  it 
satisfies  its  two  main  objectives: 
the  program  provides  profes- 
sional health  care  to  an  under- 
served  population  in  Virginia,  and 
it  is  a  wonderful  teaching  tool  for 
students  to  learn  how  to  perform 
exams  and  biopsies." 

Another  major  area  of  the 
School  of  Dentistry's  commitment 
to  the  strategic  redirection  plan 
centers  around  the  dental  hygiene 


program.  The  program,  begun  in 
1969,  offers  courses  leading  to  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene.  Students  are 
required  to  take  two  years  of  lib- 
eral arts  study,  followed  by  two 
years  of  study  in  dental  hygiene. 
"As  the  only  school  of  dentistry 
in  Virginia,"  Dean  Hunt  pointed 
out,  "we  also  offer  the  only  dental 
hygiene  program  in  the  state 
where  dental  and  dental  hygiene 
students  work  together.  We  must 
continue  to  enhance  the  recruit- 
ment and  educational  programs 
of  the  Division  of  Dental  Hygiene 
to  meet  the  needs  of  dentists  and 
the  public  for  quality  hygiene 
services." 

In  addition  to  the  basic  dental 
program,  the  School  of  Dentistry 
curriculum  provides  advanced 
dental  education  programs  in  the 
specialty  areas  of  endodontics.

oral  and  maxillofacial  surgery, 
dental  anesthesia,  general  prac- 
tice, orthodontics,  pediatric 
dentistry,  periodontics,  and 
prosthodontics.  Advanced  pro- 
grams usually  take  two  years  of 


study  and  lead  to  a  clinical 
certificate  in  the  student's  spe- 
cialty. Some  graduate  students 
work  concurrently  for  a  certificate 
and  for  a  Ph.D.  in  a  related  basic 
health  science. 

Dr.  Claire  C.  Kaugars  (D.D.S. 
'81),  a  private  practitioner  and  an 
assistant  clinical  professor  in 
periodontics,  is  a  strong  advocate 
of  the  school's  programs  and  of 
community  service.  Like  a  num- 
ber of  other  dental  school  faculty, 
students,  and  graduates.  Dr. 
Kaugars  has  supported  the 
Richmond  community  by  volun- 
teering her  professional  services 
for  people  who  otherwise  could 
not  afford  it.  Through  volunteer 
programs,  faculty  provide  their 
students  with  opportunities  to 
learn  and  gain  experience  while 
they  are  offering  their  support  to 
the  community. 

One  of  the  most  important 
areas  in  the  School  of  Dentistry  is 
the  Office  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion, which  is  headed  by  Dr.  F.  B. 
Wiebusch,  assistant  dean  for 
continuing  education.  Through- 
out the  year,  continuing  educa- 
tion programs  are  offered  to 
dentists,  dental  hygienists,  dental 
assistants,  and  dental  technicians. 
Sometimes  these  programs  are 
offered  on  campus,  but  frequently 
they  are  presented  in  locations 
that  are  scattered  from  one  end  of 
the  state  to  the  other.  The  teach- 
ers for  these  offerings  may  be 
selected  from  the  MCV  Campus 
faculty,  but  often  they  are  chosen 
from  other  dental  schools  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  life  of 
dental  information  in  the  1980s  is 
ten  years.  If  dental  health  profes- 
sionals are  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
explosion  of  today's  dental 
knowledge,  they  must  be  continu- 
ous students  of  dentistry.  The 
School  of  Dentistry  provides  this 
opportunity. 

At  the  School  of  Dentistry,

students,  faculty,  and  staff 
engage  in  the  common  goal  of 
seeking  the  best  in  dental  educa- 
tion to  comply  with  the  school's 
mission,  which  is  "to  educate 
practitioners  of  dentistry  capable 
of  meeting  the  general  oral  health 
care  needs  of  the  communities 
they  serve."  Within  the  mission  is 
implied  the  responsibility  to 
provide  dentists  and  dental 
hygienists  with  many  analytical 
and  technological  skills,  to  urge 
them  to  be  responsible  to  future 
changes  in  their  profession  and  in 
society,  and  to  encourage  them 
to  be  lifelong  learners. 

Also  implied  is  the  responsibil- 
ity for  the  school  to  assume  a 
prominent  role  in  research  and 
other  scholarly  activity;  to  provide 
service  and  patient  care  to  the 
community;  to  develop  leaders  in 
education  and  organized  den- 
tistry; and  to  provide  opportuni- 
ties for  dental  health  professionals 
to  update  their  clinical  knowledge 
and  skills.  Thus,  the  teaching- 
learning  process  will  continue  in 
an  ongoing  commitment  to 
excellence.

Alumnus  Profile: 

Dr.  Thomas  Claude  Lovelace

Not  many  people  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  the  refrains  of 
"Happy  Birthday"  sung  to  them 
for  100  years.  It's  a  pretty  good 
bet,  however,  that  "Doc"  Lovelace 
of  Rutherford,  North  Carolina, 
will  be  ready  for  his  centennial 
celebration  in  October  1989.  Dr. 
Thomas  Claude  Lovelace,  one  of 
several  surviving  members  of  the 
medical  class  of  1917,  officially 
retired  from  his  medical  practice 
in  1982.  He  was  a  spry  92  at  the 
time,  ready  to  devote  more  hours 
to  his  hobbies  of  reading,  collect- 
ing coins,  enjoying  his  antique 
Edison  phonograph  and  some  65 
records,  and  traveling. 

"You  need  to  retire  to  travel," 
Dr.  Lovelace  observed  ruefully. 
"People  didn't  quit  having  babies 
when  1  needed  a  vacation."  Dr. 
Lovelace  recalled  that  he  and  his 
wife  Mattie  went  to  the  1933 
Chicago  World's  Fair.  "One  baby 
was  born  just  before  we  left.  Then 
Mattie  and  I  decided  to  come 
home  a  day  early,  and  I  delivered 
a  baby  that  very  night,"  he 
laughed.  "The  Lord  sent  you  on 
home  early,"  that  mother  told 
"Doc"  Lovelace  with  a  great  deal 
of  happiness. 

Talking  with  "Doc"  Lovelace  as 
he  reminisced  about  his  life,  his 
profession,  and  his  country  is  like 
a  walking  tour  of  the  twentieth 
century.  He  remembers  the 
invention  of  the  Ford  Model  T  in 
1908  and  driving  his  family's  first 
car  in  1910.  From  his  early  horse 
and  buggy  days  he  has  moved 
into  the  space  age  of  transporta- 
tion. 

The  invention  of  the  x-ray  was 
big  news  when  Dr.  Lovelace 
began  private  practice  in  1919.  He 
and  Mrs.  Lovelace  were  married 
in  1922,  only  one  year  after 
women  obtained  the  right  to  vote. 
Social  Security  came  into  being  in 
1935.  The  Lovelaces  watched 
vaccines,  drugs,  and  antibiotics 


cure  such  deadly  diseases  as 
smallpox,  typhoid,  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  pneumonia,  and 
polio. 

Open  heart  surgery  and  organ 
transplants  were  still  to  come 
when  "Doc"  Lovelace  was  busy 
delivering  over  5,000  babies 
during  his  professional  career. 
Many  of  these  births  were  home 
deliveries.  In  fact,  one  of  the 
highlights  of  his  career  occurred 
in  1932  when  he  delivered  triplets 
in  Spindale,  North  Carolina. 
"When  I  got  home  I  woke  Mattie 
and  told  her  that  I'd  just  had  the 
biggest  thrill  of  my  life — as  far  as 
delivering  babies  was  concerned — 
I'd  delivered  three!"  Chuckling 
over  that  memory.  Dr.  Lovelace 
added,  "I  felt  a  little  concern  for 
the  father  who  was  shocked  to 
learn  that  his  family  had  grown 
from  six  to  nine  in  a  matter  of 
minutes." 

Dr.  Lovelace  has  seen  his 
profession  change  dramatically 
over  the  years.  His  two  doctor 
uncles,  whose  practices  began  in 
the  last  century,  attended  only 
two  years  of  medical  school.  He 
himself  went  directly  from  high 
school  to  medical  school.  Neither 
he  nor  his  uncles,  who  were  his 
personal  heroes,  faced  the  threat 
of  lawsuits  that  his  grandson. 


who  has  just  become  a  doctor, 
may  face. 

Dr.  Lovelace  recalled  only  one 
threat  of  a  lawsuit  that  occurred 
very  late  in  his  career.  "I'd  given  a 
man  a  sleeping  pill  prescription," 
he  explained.  "Later  the  patient 
declared  that  the  sleeping  medi- 
cine 'took  his  courage.'  But  he 
never  got  around  to  suing  me." 

When  asked  his  advice  for 
today's  medical  students,  the 
almost  centenarian  said,  "I  told 
my  grandson  to  'take  patients  as 
they  come.'  "  He  added,  "Sick- 
ness is  often  so  unexpected."  He 
also  believes  that  it's  important  to 
"keep  up"  and  has  always  read 
about  what  is  happening  cur- 
rently in  the  medical  field. 

"Moderation  in  all  things  is  my 
motto,"  Dr.  Lovelace  commented 
as  he  summed  up  his  experiences 
over  the  years.  "I  also  eat  three 
meals  a  day — like  a  farm  boy.  My 
wife  makes  wonderful  biscuits." 

As  he  looks  forward  to  this 
100th  birthday,  "Doc"  Lovelace 
believes  that  life's  challenges  and 
his  life  with  his  beloved  Mattie 
will  ensure  happy  birthdays 
"whenever  they  roll  around."

Do  we  raise  money  to  build 
a  house  that  we  call  our  own,  or 
do  we  take  space  that  the  Univer- 
sity provides?  Do  we  develop  an 
endowment  fund  in  cooperation 
with  the  MCV  Foundation  so 
we  can  give  gifts  to  the  six  schools 
on  the  MCV  Campus,  their 
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students,  and  to  the  hospitals?  Do 
we  coordinate  honnecoming  as 
our  primary  function  and  let  the 
deans  and  their  external  affairs 
officers  relate  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual  schools?  Is  it  possible 
to  work  in  harmony  with  all  of  the 
people  and  the  offices  who  deal 
with  alumni?  To  name  a  few,  the 
VCU  Office  of  Advancement,  the 
VCU  Office  of  Alumni  Activities, 
the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  six 
external  affairs  officers,  and  the 
six  deans. 

Like  everything  else  in  the 
world,  our  own  small  world  at 
MCV  has  grown  far  more  com- 
plex; but  through  it  all,  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  has  had  but 
one  purpose  and  that  has  been  to 
support  MCV,  and  now  VCU,  in 
its  constant  endeavor  to  become 
the  finest  medical  complex  on  the 
face  of  this  earth.  It  is  a  noble 
challenge  for  such  a  noble  group. 
And  out  of  all  of  this  change  will 
arise  a  new  alumni  association 
with  a  strong  sense  of  "who  we 
are"  and  "where  we  are  going"; 
and  with  this  new  self-confidence, 
we  can  take  a  leadership  role  in 
the  future  of  MCVA^CU.

As  a  second-year  medical  student, 
Ms.  Hillary  Spiro  Hawkins  had 
the  responsibility  for  taking  the 
medical  history  and  performing 
physical  examinations  for  hospital 
patients.  "When  I  first  began 
walking  into  patients'  rooms,  I  felt 
as  if  I  might  be  attacking  them," 
she  remembered,  "but  as  I 
continued  to  do  histories  and 
physical  exams,  I  felt  very  close  to 
the  patients;  I  really  enjoyed 
talking  with  each  one."

MCV  Foundation  Announces  Gifts  and  Allocations 


Gifts  received  by  tine  MCV  Founda- 
tion in  1987-88  reached  an  all-time 
high  of  $5.6  million,  a  35  percent 
increase  from  the  previous  year. 

To  show  his  gratitude  for  the  care 
he  received  here  five  years  ago, 
Mr.  Charles  Thompson  of  Wisconsin 
donated  $70,000  to  fund  MCV 
Hospitals'  Heal  the  Children  Pro- 
gram. Each  year  seven  to  ten  children 
from  Third  World  countries  who 
have  treatable  heart  diseases  will 
receive  complete  diagnoses,  treat- 
ment, or  surgery  at  MCV  Hospitals. 
Without  the  program,  many  of  these 
children  would  not  have  a  chance  to 
live  normal  lives. 

Other  major  gifts  include  a 
$1,050,000  pledge  from  the  Nathan 
and  Sophia  Gumenick  Philanthropic 
Fund  to  establish  several  special 
suites  at  MCV  Hospitals  and  a  $1 
million  pledge  from  the  Theresa  A. 
Thomas  Memorial  Foundation,  most 
of  which  will  provide  income  for 
nursing  scholarships  and  a  geriatric 
day  care  center. 

A  $600,000  bequest  was  made  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Tabb  of  Hampton, 
Virginia,  to  support  ongoing  cancer 
research;  and  $210,000  was  donated 
from  the  Massey  Foundation,  which, 
added  to  last  year's  gift  of  $290,000, 
will  be  used  to  establish  the  Dr. 
Walter  E.  Lawrence,  Jr.,  Distinguished 
Professorship  in  Oncology. 

From  the  estate  of  Ms.  Marianna 
Hamilton,  $150,000  will  be  used  to 
establish  scholarships;  and  $70,000 
from  the  estate  of  Ms.  Vida  Bailey  will 
support  education  in  the  School  of 
Nursing. 

Corporate  support  includes  $45,000 
from  the  Upjohn  Company  for 
continuing  medical  education 
acKvities,  $100,000  from  the  Ethyl 
Corporation  for  its  cancer  research 
fund,  $51,275  from  the  Hospital 
Corporation  of  America  to  enhance 
the  health  administration  program, 
and  $120,000  from  the  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Company  for  human  genetics 
research. 

The  MCV  Foundation  also  benefits 
annually  from  the  support  of  clubs 
and  organizations.  The  Virginia 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  contrib- 
uted $110,000  for  the  Massey  Cancer 
Center's  Radiation  Therapy  Program; 
and  the  national  organization  of 
Research  to  Prevent  Blindness,  Inc., 
contributed  $35,000  for  the  ophthal- 
mology professorship.  The  American 
Lung  Association  gave  $100,000  for 
the  Thompson  Chair  in  Pulmonary 
Medicine. 


The  Children's  Miracle  Network 
Telethon  netted  over  $60,000  for  MCV 
Hospitals'  Children's  Medical  Center; 
the  "Artists  for  Life"  benefit  raised 
$28,000  for  AIDS  research. 

More  than  $1.2  million  in  grants 
and  allocations  have  been  awarded  to 
MCV  Campus  schools  and  MCV 
Hospitals  by  the  MCV  Foundation  for 
fiscal  year  1988-89.  Of  the  total, 
more  than  $220,000  comes  from 
unrestricted  endowment  funds. 

Projects  funded  include  educational 
videotapes  and  computer-assisted 
programs  for  medical  and  pharmacy 
students'  use  as  well  as  equipment  for 
the  School  of  Dentistry's  teaching 
clinic.  Funds  also  were  allocated  to 
the  School  of  Medicine  to  purchase 
equipment  for  the  tissue  culture 
laboratory  and  animal  research 
facilities.  The  School  of  Nursing 
received  funds  to  help  support  a 
student  recruiter. 

MCV  Foundation  disease-related 
funds  are  supporting  $73,600  for 
research  in  cardiovascular  disease; 
$11,800  for  research  benefiting 
children;  $34,700  for  alcohol-related 
research;  $9,000  for  research  in 
geriatric  medicine;  and  $10,600  for 


research  on  multiple  sclerosis, 
Parkinson's  disease,  and  cancer. 

Approximately  $1  million  in 
endowment  income  from  restricted 
funds  is  supporting  endowed  chairs, 
professorships,  and  fellowships,  as 
well  as  numerous  student  scholar- 
ships and  loans.
